delegates from Pomona, Lordsburg, 
Spadra, Claremont, Glendora, Azusa, 


! Covina, Monrovia, Rowland, El Monte, 


j Whittier and Los Nietos, 88 in all, to 
elect 11 delegates to the State Conven- 
tion. 


The meeting was called to 
order 


promptly at 11 o'clock by the Central 
Committeeman, C. F. Parker. 
The 


anti-Gage forces captured the organi- 
zation by a vote of 45% to 42^, elect- 
ing John E. Daly, Esq. of Glendora, 
temporary chairman. 
The opposing 


forces submitted the name of Capt. 
Brady, of Pomona, who accepted his 
defeat smilingly and escorted, in com- 
pany with Col. Kuull. his successful 
opponent to the platform. 


P. C. Daniels of A*usa was the 


choice of the convention for secretary.

DRIVER KILLED STAGE ROBBED 


Robbers Secured $4000 and Made 


Their Escape 


The Sonora Courier brings an account 


to Tucson, Ariz., of a daring stage 
holdup near Mazatlan, 
Mexico, by 


three masked men, supposed to have 


been American outlaws. The robbers 
secured $4000 and made good their 
escape with the plunder. A fast six 
horse stage runs from Mazatlan to 
Rosario and inland towns. It carries 
many passengers and usually has large 
sums of money aboard. 
On Thursday 


last an unusually large shipment was 
made from Rosario to a bank in Mazat- 
Ian, No fear was entertained, and as 
the road is well traveled the stage 
went unguarded. 


Near Arroyo de los Puercos, « small 


place between Mazatlan and Rosario, 
where the road dips down Into a deep 
ravine, three masked men stepped out 
from behind a clump of bushes and 
leveled their rifles on the two drivers, 
commanding them to hold up their 
hands. Mariano Oordillo, who held 
the lines, whipped up the horses and 
would have made a dash for safety, but 
a bullet pierced his breast and he fell 
back on the seat dead. The other 
driver. Primitive Ramirez, held tip 
his hands and the robbers, grabbing 
the horses' bits, stopped the stage. 
The stage was full, but the passengers 
were unarmed and made no resistance. 
Tho drivers were armed, but Ramirez 
was so paralyzed with fright that he 
forgot to use his gun. At the point of 
two six-shooters he showed the rob- 
bers where the money was carried, 
they placed it on their horses ana 
rode away in all haste, leaving the 
passengers unmolested. 


When the passengers found out that 


they were to be left unharmed, they 
recovered from their fright, the dead 
driver was placed in the stage, which 


proceeded toJVUIa Union, * town nit 
miles farther on, where the authorities 
were notified And a pome was sent ont 
in pursuit of the robbers. At last 
reports their search was fruitless", at 
the robbers seemed to have made good 
their escape to hiding places in the' 
mountains. They were masked at the 
time when the stage was held no, but 
passengers on the stage claim they 
were Americans, and they are sop- 
posed to be members of a band-of out* 
laws who make tbeir headquarters in 
the mountains of Northern Sinaloa.— 
Herald.

these strands are about a yard long 


and about a half Inch wide. 
Before 


they are ready fop the braider they are 
rolled from either edge and 
become 


round, and then they are again pressed 
flat and ore ready for the weaver. In 
order to work the material It must be 
dipped into water every few minutes. 
If this is not done the strands become 
brittle and break. A hat to command 
a high price must be perfect, and in or- 
der that it may be so and have no loose 
strand, no broken part, the weavers 
iwver work In the hot hours of the day, 
and many of them do their weaving 
only at night, by candle light. 


A first-class hat usually takes about 


six months to make. The value of a hat 
depends entirely upon its texture and 
pliability. One that costs $500, for ex- 
niiiple, should be so closely woven as to 
appear practically smooth to the naked 
eye. It is, of course, made In one piece, 
and !f the owner has not been cheated 
he should be able to squeeze his hat 
through a finger ring. But u hat capa- 
ble of this treatment Is about as rare as 
a blue diamond. 


The craze for Panamas began last 


year, and since then the Panama hat in- 
dustry has become more lucrative than 
any other in that part of South America 
adjoining the Isthmus, and with uio 
prospects of making a fortune in a few 
years many planter^ have abandoned 
the raising of coffee and rice.

University of California, July 30.— 


Among the new departures which 
marks the University of California 
year beginning Friday, August 3, was 
the inauguration of abroad University 
Extension movement, the establish- 
ment of a regular four-years Sugar 
Course, including instruction in sugar- 
growing, sugar-chemistry, the design- 
ing and use of sugar machinery, and 
the management of the sugar ranch, 
plantation, arid factory; the organiza- 
tion of Instruction in public speaking, 
chemical 
technology, 
and 
anthro- 


pology; the completion of a full law 
course, made possible by Mrs. Sather's 
generosity in providing a good law 
library, and the further development 
of the shrot course in dairying. 


The University Extension movement 


is organized by H. Morse Stephens, 
M. A., formerly a University Exten- 
sion Lecturer for the University of 
Oxford, England, who has recently 
resigned a chair in history at Cornell 
to become Professor of History and 
Director of University 
Extension. 


During the coming year 
Professor 


Stephens will visit as many as possible 
of the communities which are inter- 
ested in University Extension, to con- 
sult with representativecitizens,and to 
give public addressess on the nature 
of the movement. He will also form 
University Extension centers in at 
least three towns in Southern Cali- 
fornia and in at least three in Middle 
California. At each center he will de- 
liver twelve lectures, at intervals of 
two weeks. 


The courses will be planned to be of 


interest to a general audience. After 
each lecture Prosessor Stephens will 
conduct a "study class" for those— 
generally a minor portion of his 
audience -who wish 
to 
undertake 


systematic reading, recitations, and 
theme-reading. Those members of the 
study-classess who pass examinations 
will receive credit toward a University 
degree. 


The work of the first year will be 


largely 
experimental. 
Only 
after 


Professor Stephens is in touch with 
California needs will staff lecturers be 
appointed, and 
traveling libraries 


formed. In succeeding years Professor 
Stephens will organize University Ex- 
tension centers for every California 
community whose citizens will provide 
the tee for a course, $300, and meet the 
local expenses. A large stall' of perma- 
nent University Extension lecturers 
will be organized, including specialists 
in history, literature, economics; art, 
science, or industry. These stall lec- 
turers will devote their entire time to 
University 
Extension 
work. 
They 


will be permanently attached to the 
University, they u ill receive stated 
salaries, anil in no sense 
will the 


undertaking be of ;v private or money- 
making nature. The University has 
organized this new department in 
pursuance 
of 
the policy, already 


exemplified in the farmers' insitutes 
and the Summer Session, of endeavor- 
ing to render University opportunities 
available for all California.

It was the case of the State ver- 
sus William O. West nn employe of 
one of the great packing house*, who 
\vas charge*! by that company with 
embm/lprnnnt. Wc-ut, n young married 
man nlxiut 30 yenrn of ntro, who was 
living with and supporting a wife and 
two children, had charge of a meat 
car for tho firm, and each week loaded 
.the car in Chlcngo arid then took It to 
Aurora, making six or eight stops at 
small towns along the way to make 
deliveries to small dealers. West col- 
lected tho money for nil his deliveries 
nnd twice a week made a written re- 
I»>rt and turned In his money, amount- 
ing sometimes to an high as $3,000. 
For doing all this work, nnd occupying 
a position of trust In which thousands 
of dollars passed through his hands he 
was paid $15 por week. The company 
that employed him pushed the prose- 
cution arid wanted him sent to the 
penitentiary, but Judge Dunne found 
him guilty of embezzling but $15, thus 
saving him from the penitentiary, and 
sentenced him to servo thlity days In 
jail. 
In rendering his decision Judge 


Dunne told the employers of West that 
when they asked a man to take such a 
responsible position at such a small 
salary and where he is called on In the 
performance of his duty to collect such 
large amounts of money, knowing that 
he has a wife and two children to care 
for, "you are simply Inviting him to 
commit a crime, or at least exposing 
hlrn to temptation, and it Is wrong." 
The Judge said he believed West, the 
prisoner, to be a good man, and that 
had his salary been even as much as 
$5 more per week ho would never have 
been exposed to temptation.

Dr. Bell is a native of Edinburgh, 


Scotland, nnd is now in his tlfty-slxth 
year. He received his education at the 
Edinburgh hlfili school and Ediubm-gh 
University and was given special train- 
lug in the system for removing Impedi- 
ments In speech originated by his fath- 
er, Alexander. Melville Bell. 
He ro- 


moved to London in 1S(!7, and entered 
the university there, but his health be- 
gan to fall lit in and In 1870, accompan- 
ied by his father, ho went to Canada. 
In 1S72 he became .1 resident of the Uni- 
ted States, Introducing with success his 
father's system of deaf mute instruc- 
tion, nnd became professor of vocal 
physiology in Boston University. 
The 


lirut public exhibition of his telephone 
Invention was made at the centennial 
exposition in Philadelphia In ls"(i, and 
its complete success won him immedi- 
ate 
fame 
and 
subsequently 
tr'-eat 


wealth. 
His invention of the "photo- 


phone," in which a vibratory beam of 
light is substituted for a wipe in con- 
veying s[KHH'h, has also attracted much 
attention, but lias never been practical- 
ly used. 
Dr. Bell has recently given 


voice to a theory that the present sys- 
tem of educating deaf mutes is wrong, 
as it has a tendency to restrict them to 
one another's society, so that marriages 
betwevn the dc.if are common, and 
therefore the number of deaf mute chil- 
dren bora is on the increase.

Secretary Shaw returned to Wash- 


ington Friday morning and announced 
that a cabinet 
meeting 
would he 


necessary at an early date. He denied 
tiiat lie would assume^ the responsi- 
bility of decieliiiR whether the finan- 
cial condition of Cuba would warrant 
.such a loan. 
The 1'latt amendment 


gives the United States certain powers 
of censorship over bond issuing trans- 
actions of the new republic, but tlie 
manner of enforcement and the extent 
to which the United States will be 
wining to make ;ise of ila |>ower are 
delicate and undetermined matters. 


Tlie Platt law provided 
that the 


subsistance of the resolutions should 
be embodied in a treaty with Cuba. 
No such treaty hns yet b'een signed or 
negotiated. The United States must 
act, therefore, under the broad, general 
powers of the resolutions as embodied 
in the Cuban constitution. 


Officials at Washington realize that a 


mere 
diplomatic protest against the 


floating of the big loan would have 
tho effect to kill Cuba's credit and put 
a loan out of the question. 


Tliat is tlie only form o! interven- 


tion that won lei be ne-cep^arv. With- 
out the hacking of this country Cuba's 
creelit is good for nothing. If this loan 
is punctured, it is said, 
on what 


seems very good authority,"that con- 
ditions w i l l at once result in -Cuba 
which w i l l 
tenel rapidly toward an- 


nexation. 
Some say that remnants of 


the old army, balked of their hope of 
pay, and planters of their government's 
aid, will lie willing to revolutionize. 
Others say it will he merely financial 
and economic ctonelitions which will 
accomplish the game result. In any 
event the tobacco and sugar trusts will 
find it to their advantage to continue 
the agitation and propaganda which 
already luu been started, for tlie pur- 
pose of getting free 
trade.- with Cuba.
